needs of the entire district, par­ 
ticularly keeping in mind the need 
tn replace four East End element­ 
ary schools with one or two new 
buildings, and the probable ne­ 
cessity for additional elementary 
classrooms in other areas nf the 
city, the report said. 
W D, Darling, assistant super­ 
intendent 
of public 
instruction, 
and T. V. IJtterbaok, chief nf the

Behind thi.s a.ssumption i.s the further as- 
aumptirm that something is different than 
It was before; that thi.s accmmts for the 
prospect of a "deal.” 


If something actually is different, it is dif­ 
ferent only for the Khru.shchev regime in 
the Sov uet Union.

NEW YORK STATE ixiflawed

Rut beyond this i.v sue, this na­ 
tion will not hav e begun to ful­ 
fill the promises it has been m ak­ 
ing to the .American Negro for 
100 years until he or .she truly 
has the sam e chance as anylxxiy 
else to get aboard the economic 
escalator that has historically lift­ 
ed one m inority group after an­ 
other and peacefully as.similated 
it into the m ainstream of .Ameri­ 
can life. 
Negnx» s throughout the nation 
—.Spanish-speaking .Americans in 
sev eral area.s—not only need and 
merit a fair .share in the .Ameri­ 
can economy Ixit stand readv to 
m ake a m ajor ctxitribution to that 
economy if giv en an ev en break. 
Here, in my opinion, are the 
real nxit.s <»f the racial crisi.s— 
and here is the real opportunity 
to deal with it creativ ely and

The deepening break lietween 
the 
Russians 
and Red 
Chinese 
has left 
the West as confu.sed 
about the future as it was when 
Nikita Khrushchev suddenly re­ 
pudiated Stalin in 1956. 


The .American Communist party 
said in an editorial in the Daily 
Worker; 


"The 
shattering 
rev elations 
made by Khrushchev show what a 
gigantic transformation is taking 
place in the Sov iet Union.” 


What 
was shattered was the 
myth of the Russian leadership's 
infallibility. 
Around 
the 
world 
t ’ommunist parties .suffered con- 
v ulsion.s. 
Some 
were 
heretical 
enough to criticize the Kremlin, 


Russia had to crush Hungary’s 
anti-Red rev olt. The Sov iet hold 
on the satellites was weakened, if 
only a little.

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No Change On Our Part 


The puzzling thing about the sudden spurt 
of interest in the Moscow conference is the 
assumption a ‘‘deal” is in the malting. 


Behind this assumption is the further as­ 
sumption that something is different than 
H was before; that this accounts for the 
prospect of a "deal.” 
If something actually is different, it is dif­ 
ferent only for thp Khrushchev regime in 
the Soviet Union. There has been no change 
on our part. 
Americans are still taxing themselves to 
the limit to keep the Soviet Union from claim­ 
ing a theoretical edge in the cold war or 
from holding a literal edge in a hot war. 


We are still jeopardizing the present and 
mortgaging the future in the hope of keep­ 
ing such relentless pressure on Soviet ex­ 
pansion that the expansionists will change 
their minds. 
We are still of no mind to trust any Soviet 
agreement further than the weakest man 
among us could 'h n w Nikita Khrushchev 
with one hand. 


W> are still smarting from the way Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt’s administration, including 
the same W. Averell Harriman now in Mos­ 
cow speaking for the Kennedy administration, 
tumbled over itself to give Stalin’s regime 
everything it wanted, without getting anything 
in return except a war effort Russian pa­ 
triots were making for their motherland, 
not for the Allied cause. 


IN THESE touchy times when the out­ 
come of international negotiations looms larg­ 
er than the outcome of efforts to solve prob­ 
lems close to home, the Kennedy adminis­ 
tration needs to be mindful of the popular 
view. 
There is no demand for a "deal'* with Rus­ 
sia There is no confidence in the good faith 
of the Russian government. 
Certainly there is no demand for any ges­ 
ture to make it appear the Khrushchev re­ 
gime or any other regime in Russia can 


play off the United Slates in its ideological 
dispute with (Communist China. 
U.S. taxpayers have not continued to pay 
wartime tax rates ever since the end of 
World War II in the hope of making some 
ultimate settlement with Russian Commu­ 
nists. 
They have borne confiscatory taxation with 
good grace because they believed the Com­ 
munist conspiracy would crumble under pro­ 
longed pressure. 


NOTHING has changed. 
No "deal" with Russia that lightened Free 
World pressure against Communism would 
hold any attraction. 
What started out to be Communism’s ven­ 
detta against the Free World now is a Free 
World vendetta against Communism. 
If the Kremlin is shopping for a "deal.” 
it should be No Sale.

Rockefeller States His Views 


Gov. Nelson D. Rockefeller 
was asked bv Victor Riesel to 
comment on John F. Kennedy’s 
administration — or any aspect 
thereof, since the governor is a 
possible Republican candidate 
for the presidency. His reply 
follows. 


By NELSON A. ROCKEFELLER 
Governor of New York 
In this summer of racial crisis, 
when attention in Washington is 
focused primarily on the issue of 
discrimination in public accom­ 
modations, it s well to look be­ 
yond the immediate battle to the 
reallv basic issue of equal job 
opportunities for all. 


New federal civil rights legisla­ 
tion is, of course, long overdue 
It's imperative that Congress act 
promptly on the President s pro­ 
posals, which I regard as about 
two years late in terms of his 
own promises—not to mention the 
tensions which might have been 
avoided. 


NEW YORK STATE outlawed 
discrimination in public accom­ 
modations ll years ago. with a 
high degree of success and scarce­ 
ly any real difficulty. Twenty- 
seven other states have acted in 
this same field. 
But beyond this issue, this na­ 
tion will not have begun to ful­ 
fill the promises it has been mak­ 
ing to the American Negro for 
IOO years until he or she truly 
has the same chance as anybody 
else to get aboard the economic 
escalator that has historically lift­ 
ed one minority group after an­ 
other and peacefully assimilated 
it into the mainstream of Ameri­ 
can life. 
Negroes throughout the nation 
—Spanish speaking Am ericans in 
several areas—not only need and 
merit a fair share in 1he Am eri­ 
can econom y but stand ready to 
m ake a m ajor contribution lo that 
econom y if given an even break. 
Here, in my opinion, 
are the 
real roots of the racial crisis— 
and here is the real opportunity 
to deal 
with 
it 
creatively 
and 
affirm atively, beyond the essen ­ 
tial 
but 
fundam entally 
negative 
question 
of 
legislating 
against 
various m anifestations of d iscrim ­ 
ination. 


NEW YORK STATE has b e n 
legislating against discrim ination 
since 1945 and in the past five 
years 
has 
com pleted 
the 
most 
com prehensive body of equal op- 
jxuium ty laws in the nation Much 
progress has been accom plished 
in the state as a result. 


G R IN A N D B E A R IT 


In the final analysis, however, 
the basic 
"m usts” are (I) a 
full-employment economy and (2) 
complete equality of opportunity 
in job-traming and apprenticeship 
programs, 
in 
recruitment 
of 
workers, in union membership, in 
employment. 
In many labor unions there is 
no discrimination, while 
others 
have come a long way in elim­ 
inating it. Where discrimination 
has existed or still exists, an im­ 
portant cause has been either a 
shortage of john or fear of a 
shortage of jobs 
rn 
the 
next 
recession. 


HUMAN D E C E N C Y , moral 
pressure and legislation all serve 
to reduce or eliminate such dis­ 
crimination. but the real key to 
this logjam is an economy that 
is growing fast enough to elim­ 
inate these fears because it can 
absorb in decent jobs all who 
seek the dignity of work. 
I therefore find it somewhat 
ironic that the developing bat­ 
tle over civil rights legislation in 
Washington is being cited as a 
reason—or as an excuse—for still 
further delay in congressional ac­ 
tion on federal tax cuts designed 
to stimulate the economy 
and 
help it reach its true potential. 
For the fact is that the tax cut 
legislation should in the long run 
prove to be the most important 
equal opportunity legislation of 
all—vital as it is that the first 
steps outlined in the President's 
civil 
rights 
proposals also he 
taken.

ties for all Americans means a 
better chance for the depressed 
minorities to board the economic 
escalator—to spend more as con­ 
sumers. to live in belter neigh­ 
borhoods and in turn to get a bet­ 
ter education. 


NO BUSINESSMAN in his right 
mind would consciously refuse to 
have anything to do with IO to IS 
per cent of the potential market 
for his product—yet this is the 
net effect of keeping such a large 
segment of the population in a 
state of permanent depression. 
Neither 
would 
an 
industrial 
manager refuse to utilize IO to 15 
per cent of his engineering talent 
—yet this, too, is what discrim­ 
ination accomplishes in failure to 
give so many Americans an op­ 
portunity to develop to their full 
technical, 
intellectual, and cul­ 
tural potential. 


Full equality of opportunity for 
every American is not only a 
moral imperative but also makes 
good practical sense. I think most 
Americans realize this—and that 
all Americans will in good time.

The argument made by 
the 
administration 
in 
ordering 
troops to Mississippi was that the 
entry of James Meredith to t h e 
University of Mississippi might 
cause disorder. 
None had previously occurred, 
hut it was the mere threat of it 
which prompted the sending of a 
large number of federal troops to 
the area and later to the univers­ 
ity campus and the town of Ox­ 
ford. Many of these soldiers still 
are there, presumably to protect 
against possible disorder. 
In the case of Cambridge. Md., 
demonstrations and racial clashes 
have been going on for more than 
a month. The Department of Jus­ 
tice had appealed in vain to the 
Negro leaders not to stir things 
up. The state militia had been on 
duty in the town for a while but 
was withdrawn when it seemed 
that mediation of some kind was 
in prospect. 
A Department of Justice official 
tried to bring the factions to­ 
gether, but without success. 
I>a*t Thursday night, new dis­ 
order erupted and the town was 
terrorized for several hours with 
shooting described by the com- 
mader of the state police on the 
scene as "almost on the scale of 
warfare.” 


AT LEAST five persons were 
wounded bv gunfire Three were 
members of the Maryland Nation 
al Guard, which has been called 
back to the scene, and limited 
martial law ha* been imposed 
The federal governm ent had. of 
course, 
no legal 
right to send 
troops into Mississippi. There wa* 
no insurrection, and the governor 
of the state had not, as the Con­ 
stitution requires, requested aid 
He had forces ready to quell 
disturbances bul the admimstra 
lion, claiming it has authority in 
law 
and 
in 
constitutional pro­ 
visions, has kepi 
troopi 
at 
the 
University of Mississippi fro many 
months now. 
lf the federal government has a 
lawful right to send troops any­ 
where in the United States during 
a racial crisis on the theory that 
the principles of the 14th Amend 
ment must be enforced, then it is 
difficult to understand why such 
troops have not been ordered as a 
preventive measure not only to 
Maryland but to New York City, 
where a reign of terror has pre­ 
vailed in certain neighborhoods. 


Th* sam* kind of disturbances, 
with violence involved, have been 
reported also from other areas in 
different 
parts 
of the country 
where there is racial conflict. 
Many lawyers have insisted that 
the preservation of law and order 
within a state is the function ti 
the governor and the state militia, 
not only to be told that this is just 
a legal technicality. 


PRESIDENT 
KENNEDY 
is 
quoted as having said, "after all, 
ifs right." The doctrine expound­ 
ed here is that "the end justifies 
the means." Unfortunately, even 
this doctrine is not uniformly ap­ 
plied. 
The Negro leaders, for instance, 
who sponsor the demonstration* 
are careful to emphasize in their 
public statements that they are 
proceeding 
on 
a "non-violent" 
basis. 
But 
when 
feeling* ar* 
aroused, "non-violence 
is super­ 
seded by violence. 
As the New York Times — sup­ 
porter of integration — said in an 
editorial, "non-violence that de­ 
liberately provokes violence is a 
logical contradiction.’’ 
In Cambridge. Md., white per­ 
sons sitting fin the porch of their 
homes have been the targets o* 
gunfire, and two men were wound 
ed by blasts from an automatic 
shotgun 
during 
last 
Thursday 
night s disorder. 
Three national guardsmen were 
wounded when the car in which 
they were returning from drill 
duty at a nearby armory was am ­ 
bushed with rifle and shotgun fire. 
They were in uniform but un­ 
armed 


NEGRO LEADERS are putting 
on 
demonstrations 
in 
various 
cities in memory of one of their 
colleagues, Medgar Ever*, w h o 
was 
killed 
in Mississippi by a 
sniper’s bullet. 
There seem s to he no public 
recognition bv any group of t h e 
plight of those white person* — 
most of them innocent bystander* 
— killed or wounded in recent 
weeks in connection with racial 
disturbances Nor have steps been 
taken to call a halt to the "non­ 
violent" dem onstrations that ar# 
steadily producing the violence. 
As for the further use of federal 
troops to quell or prevent the out­
